"Uncle David" was Ger- 
man and had many German books. He 
gave Mr. Dlehl's parents a Bible ser- 
mon and prayerbook, tKin^book and 
other religious books, among wblchi 
he happanad to set a Garman Old Tes- 
tament, which Is a few months over 
117 years old. It bas wood backs, cov- 
ered with heavy leather, two < Iuh|)b 
and brown, weather-worn edges, out- 
side latters worn off. Mr. Dtehl's 
father was killed by a falling tree In 
the year 18S7. His mother, Mrs. Bva 
Wagner Dlehl, died sixteen years ago, 
a very devoted Lutheran Christian of 
fenr-seore and four years. She en- 
joyed to talk about hor good neighbors 
of OberateiubacU, AlHacc, Germany 
Almost all of her OberBteliibach nelgb 
bora were Roman Catholics, yet she 
lorad them Just the same. Probably all 
of them have been tralalated to 
their long home.

much in the (ievelopiiu tit and etHolency 
of the army and utbe navy. Ciovemor 
McCreary's letter is as follows: 

"I heartily endorse the efforts now 
being made by President Woodrow 
W'ilKoti in calling on the Secretary of 
War and the tiecrelary of tbe Navy 
for the oonditions of the United States 
army and the United States navy. 

"riiblic interest can not be too much 
awakened at the present time in all 
matters tending to aid, improve or de- 
velop the eflleeaksy of the army and 

tlie navy. 

"1 believe conditions in the United 
States and Europe demand that th<' 
United States army and navy shall 
both be Increased, and I am in favor of 
increasing the standing army of the 
United States to 160,0UU soldiers. 1 
believe, also, that tbe National Guard 
—being the soldiers of the various 
btates — nbould by law be under the 
ci'ininand of the I'reHideiit of llie Tait- 
ed States, with authority on bis part 
to call them Into active service when 
he thinks It is necessary. The Nn- 
tiaual Guard should be increased to 
j50,000 soldiers, to be distributed 
among the several states, according to 
p«*I)ulatlon. 

■ Tlio I'nited States iia\y should be 
n alerially incrcabed. We i^iiould have 
more battleships , more ci ulsers and 
irore submarines, the whole number 
tn bc' fixed after careful Investigation 
I'y ]ir(Ji)er naval authoritlcH and by llie 
n.r.al committees of ('oagress." 

Great interest is felt all over the 
slate In the Navy League's campaign 
for adequate national defenses. The 

avy League \s the oldest and best oi- 
Kunized of the National Defense So- 
cietlsa, and sinea the realisation of our 
(.resent undefended condition has be- 
come general, it has done splendid 
work all over the country in organiz- 
ing sentiment in behalf of oaUonal de- 
fense. The Navy League waa fonndsd 
In I'.iOl, and is in esHence a society to 
iasnre the United ;3iateu against the 
lusblbllity of ever being invaded. The 
.Navy League holds that since any of 
the powers in Europe, even those of 
Kinr.ll size and little importance, such 
as Servia and Belgium, with tin ir ar- 
n.len of 300,000 and 400,000. respective- 
ly, would be more than a match for 
nny possible army which this country 
vould consent to cRtablisli and sup- 
port permanently, the welfare of the 
United States Ilea in malnUlning a 
force at sea capable of holding com- 
mand of the ocean at all times, and 
precluding the poasibllity of a for- 
eign army of invasion ever being 
landed on Anarlea's shoes. 

The Navy League has state pomralt- 
tees In every state, and a membership 
In the nalghborhood of I6,ooo distribut- 
ed in aUnoat every oily and town 
throughout the eenntry. The League 
b( llevos that two Americans out of 
every three firmly believe in a navy 
Hufnciently strong to hold the seas at 
all times against any foreign navy 
which may come against It, and thsre- 
by preclude the posBibllity of our ever 
being invaded, and relieve us from 
tlie necessity of maintaining a large 
and expensive army, sueh aa has been 
for years an overwhelming burden 
on the backs of all European people. 

Aa believers in every other idea 
and Ideal are nowadays organised to 
forward tha tnds which they desire, 
the members of tha Nsvy League be- 
lieve that all those who believe in a 
powerful navy as tti best means of 
protaetkm tm this country, ought to 
unite in the Navy League. The League 
is at present about to initiate cam- 
paigns in every state in the Union by 
which it hopea to saeura a tremen 
dous membership wbtoh will anahla it 
to pxerclse great influence in the coun- 
cils of the nation and to etlicientiy eu- 
tabiigh President Wilson's program for 
adequate preparedness against the 
possibility of thia aowtry's avar being 
drawn Into tha Boropaaa aoaflagrs- 
tlon. 

Among the ollloers and manbers of 
t^e Navy League are many ot the 
prominent and reapeated Amarloan elt- 
isens. Among them uuc'.i men as Ad- 
miral Dewey, Dr. Lyman Abbott, Car- 
dinal Gibbons, Theodore Roosevelt and 
a host ot others.

MAMMOTH CAVE 



V01HI» IN IDAHO LOOATBD ON 
ITHMIBTITBD LAlfD ABD NOT 
KBOWir TO TiiK (.'OVEBBMBKT. 



About twaaty-alght miles from 
Bolae, Idaho, la altuated what la be- 
lieved to be the largest cave la that 
purl of the northwest, and tha lat^ 
est In Idaho. It meaaures nearly half 
a mile In laagth. that la, from ita 
mouth to the lake. Of course, it may 
be that long again, but owing to the 
lake it Is Impossible to gat tha aaaot 
length without a boat 

"My eoasia, Roy IHghy, aad raysen 

believed we were the discoverers of 
the cave when we located it and ex- 
plored It early in 1908," says Iticliard 
Hlgby. "Let ua aUrt from the Hi^by 
raaeh. tweaty-two mtlaa from Boise. 

for a visit to the cave. After leaving 
the ranch, which Is a large brick houso 
on the Boiaa A Mouatalnhome road via 
Orchard, we eroaa the O. B. L. rail- 
road, travel aouth a Caw mllea, and 
soon we find ouraalvaa a«ar, tha en- 
trance. 

"It la absolutely lavialble uatll we 
are within thirty feet of It. aa the ea- 
trance Is a andden drop on the sum- 
mit of a small knub and can not be 
seen until a peraon nearly falls Into It. 
aiMrth Party Paat WMcb 

"As we stand gaslngto Its large 
mouth, which measures forty feet wide 
and about four feet high, you may 
think it ia the mouth of some un- 
known animal waiting the ehance to 
gulp you down and you can nearly 
f( ('l those rugf;ed rocks hanging over- 
head grinding your tranes, as they re- 
semble gigantic teeth In Its upper Ja« . 

"Upon approaching the entrance we 
will I'lid a large mass of bones and 
driftwood. \Vu dug into the piles only 
ai.out two feet, aad attar lladtag the 
iHines of sheep, eattle, horses, coyotes 
and wildcats, several buffalo skulls 
wore uiicarllu'd. 

"This boue heap ia ten or flfteeu 
feet deep, aad pteka aad ahovala ar« 
necessary to penetrate It. After paaa- 
tiig over the bones It Is necessary to 
stoop, while passing through the 
i> outh. At times there are thousands 
>'i bate clinging to the celling. 

■ Kor til.' nrwt 200 or :?ihi yards of 
It it is dilliciilt traveling, owIkk to the 
large boulders that have caved in from 
tho roof and pUed upoa the floor. The 
bones of various animals, which had 
prol^bly fallen pn y to tlir miiiiorous 
^^'ildcats that make their home within, 
are strewa Ikloag (ha way. Before 
I assing over the rocks uader foot will 
be seen directly overhead another en- 
trance This cavlty^lias hIho been ex- 
plored by piling up rocka to form an 
approach and thea booatlag a mem- 
iitr up it. It Is quits deep, hat 
liard going, aad the meratiers alwaya 
icuimed from It filled with fear. In 
fact, your knees will kaock from the 
time yoQ eater until yoa eatoh the flrst 

Kltam of the day upon returning to 
tile surface. It seems too quiet to be 
safe, and one Is alwaya espectlag 
aoinethiag to reach out from a reaiote 
romer and grab him. 

Large 4'haml>erH Found. 

"Another peculiar formation Is the 
large aparUnent-ltke enamhers, which 
are both amatroaa and roomy. Those 
rliamberi measure up to eight feet 
wide and fori> Ihn feet in height. In 
some places ilie roof droops so low be- 
tween these monstrous rooma that a 
Person Is required to go on handa and 
knees to gain the next apartment. 

"The llrst lime we explored It there 
» ( re but two of US along, aad natural- 
ly we were well armed, but arms do 
not always subdue fear, at least they 
('.idn't quiet us nor stop a draadlul 
sound which we heard about halt war 
in. U was a weird noise, and after 
our hair had got tired of staadtac and 

our kiio<'s were played out, we founa 
it to be only the draft suclUag with 
force throofh a amall erevtee to the 
surtaaa, . 

"But we are atlll ter froai'the end, 
which Is chamber after chamber away. 
The tirouud is getUn gdamper and 
damper. Now we are able to aee 
drops of water haaglag to the celling, 
and what a beautiful display in many 
colors, caused by the light's rays up- 
on them, la othar place the roof Is 
solid lava, la othar places It seema 
to be of a white oriwtalllsed forma- 
tion. Now we are at the lake, which 
has bhjcked up from proceeding oa, 
but the cavem contlnuea beyond. I 
Maded la up to ny kaeea, hut the 
water became so cold that I aooa re> 
treated. The atmosphere wlthla la 
cold, suninit^r arid winter. 

"Outalde of the main entrance are 
several sbmII portholee scattered 
about, and one day I atuck my bead 
into one of theae and decided to enter. 
There were sli of us in the party that 
day, of which I was the aaMlleet oMm- 
ber. The hole waa too aauill to admit 
110, but by beating off tbi) edge we 
supposed It was large enough for nie 
lo enter. They started me down feel 
drat, and all weal w«it«lUtJBr ahaat 
was reaehad. 

"i sooa became lodged (hat. I waa 



pulled out and they told me to take 
off my veet aad I would he able te paas 

through. This done, I once more slid 
Into the hole. In due I line I w as stuck 
cnco more. This time I was not pulled

Barfed Tnaaara Story. 

Of oourse, this cave, like maajr other 
great caves, has Its burled treasure 
story. About 1890 the Silver City stage 
waa held up by three highwaymen and 
$20,000 ia buUloa waa takea from It 
The bandits crossed .Snake river at 
Walter's ferry, and as the authorities 
were close upon them, they decided to 
follow the river uu. with they did. 
Owing to the deeolate nature of the 
country the offlcers soon loKt trace of 
the robbers for the time being. 

The bandits left the river near Swan 
F'aila aad auMie a bee Ihne for Corder'a 
roadhouae, which Is aow Mayfleld. It 
Id supposed that the robbers know of 
the cave's location, and as it lay 
aquare la their pat It waa ohoaea as 
a place to hide the bullion until the 
news of the robbery had quieted some. 

Kach of the men iiossessed a chart 
of the treaaure and Ita location. Two 
of the maa got aervoua aad skipped 
the country, and in due time were 
caught. The remaining one kept low 
and managed to elude the officers. He 
Anally fell In love with a woman of 
Boise. A year ago ha died and oa bi^ 
lb uthhed be gave hta wife a chart of 
the treasure. 

She was unable to search for the 
cave, and as time paaaed she form- 
ed a frieadshlp with Howard, whom 
she trusted. She tomed the chart 
over to him, but he was flnanclally 
embarrassed and had to go to work 
at various thinga to get money to 
meet expenses while searching. How - 
ard was to get a half share of iln' 
treasure should it be found, but he 
failed to And the cave. After be waa 
In the employ of Dawson a while he 
told him about the cave he was aearch- 
iiig for. tlowaril still has the chart 
and the cave is here.

Waahlngton, D. C.— -The counties of 
l.aSalle, Bureau and Putnam, Illinois, 
ure placed la ctoeed quaraatlne against 
the foot and mouth diseaae by an order 
ot the United States Department of 
Agriculture, cffeclive September ;;0. 

rhis. action la taken owing to tlie 
diacovery of the disease In two herds 
In Laflalle oouaty. One of these herds, 
containing sUty-flve oatUe. was foum) 
on a oommunity pasture and tht* fact 
that the hard hefcrnged to twelve dir- 
(erent owners has led the autboritlcH 
to quarantine the adjoining counties 
V itii a view to eheaking Ita farther 
spread. 

No othar new eaaea thua far have 

been reported from IlllDoia except 
from the Infected area already under 
iiuurautine— la MoDoaoaugh county 
and the aouthera part o( l^e eounty. 
A siaglo Infected hard was discovered 

iii Dupage county near the hifected 
portion of Cook county, but no addi 
tiunai cases have been reported from 
that county. 

The department haa concentrated Ita 
field force of veterinarians and inspec- 
tors on suppressing the outbreak In 
iiuaohk At preaeat aavwtjNiao veter- 
Inarlaaa and fifty-four aasistants are 
at work In and around the auspected 
territory making farm to farii exnm- 
loatlons, dlapoalng of iofeoled herds, 
diatafe^ag prantaea aad drraaginK 
for local quaranttnee to prevent the 
spread of the dlaeaae from Infected 
farma to their nelghbora. Co-operating 
with the departmeat force la a large 
force of IlMaoln state veter^arlans 
and Inspectors. 

In Minnesota and ludluna there haa 
been no spread of the disease beyond 
the flrst herds discovered. Ia Michi- 
gan one herd waa deetroyed as a pre- 
cautionary measure but ao othoT harda 
have become affected. 

An invaatlpatlon to datormlne It pes- 
alble the cauae of the new outbreak 
was begun as sooa as the flret eaaea 
Were reported and la atlll being car- 
ried on, aad no atatement aa to the ori- 
gin of the aew oulhraak caa be pre 
pared uatU thia laveatifatloa la com 
pleted.

They enjoy im- 
munity from taxes, from arrest and 
other privileges which could be ac- 
corded them only as guests, and they 
are under obligations to treat the gov- 
ernment to which they are accredited 
with the utmost consideration and re- 
spect. Dr. Diimba's offense wan tan- 
tamount to the action of a man who, 
as a guest in another's house, appeal- 
ed to hia host'a children againat their 
father. And now comes the text of the 
letter which Dr. Dumba scut home In 
which he refers to President Wilson as 
"self-willed" and as an "intransl- 
geant" When the Spaniab minister, 
Du Puy de Lome, referred to Presi- 
dent McKlnley, in a private letter, as 
a pot-house politician," he was 
promptly handed hia paasports, and 
when Lord Sackrille Weet the Brit- 
ish minister, advlaed a friend in a 
private letter, to vote the Republican 
ticket as better (or the interests of the 
United Stetef thnn tha DeaMeratle 
doctrine of tarltt for retaane only. 
President Cleveland sent him his pass- 
ports without a moment's hesitation. 
Patrlotlo Americans, therefore, fear 
that the suplneneee with which this 
administration is permitting Dr Dum- 
ba to remain In this country, after his 
aerlously improper conduct, will only 
add to th«t contempt in which the 
United SUtea Is already held in Eu- 
ropean capitals.

The course of the administration in 
droppiag Nalioa O'Shaufhaessy from 
the dlplematle eorpa haa not attraoted 

the attention It deserved. This man. 
«bo so long served as charge d'af- 
faires In Mexico City, has proved him- 
self, under the moat difficult circum- 
stancee, one ot the ableat diplomats 
in the American corps The skill and 
diplomacy with which he handled af- 
falra in Mexico City at a time when 
the United SUtss was avowedly op- 
posed to Huerta and Hnerta was still 
president "f Mexico, commanded the 
admiration of all foreign diplomats and 
It was frequently predicted that Mr. 
O'Shaughneesy would have a brilliant 
career in the diplomatic Service and 
would doubtless render many valuable 
aervlcea in the future. But with that 
utter disregard tor proved ahiltty 
which has characterised this entire 
administration, Mr. O'Shaughneesy is 
displaced to make room for some "de- 
serving friend." This policy of the 
administration haa already borne evil 
fruit In the case of James M. Sul- 
livaa, a "deaervlng" Tammany poli-

Hay aiao Indlcatea that he la opposed 
to Increasing the number of officers 
to be trained at West Point, althougli 
all experta on the subject point out the 
great dealrahllity of trained officers to 
command both militia and volunteers 

in the event of an emergency. It It^ 
quite clear that if the President urget: 
upon Congress any far-reaching pol- 
icy of defense he will meet with 
strong opposition from his own party, 
an opiMisitidU which will be made the 
more etfevtive by tlie empty treasury 
and the failure of the Democratic leg- 
islation to prodaoa anything Uke ade- 
quate revenue.

Washington, September 28. — Vast 
Kovcrnniental operations Involving the 
expenditure of more than one hundred 
million dollars were practically para- 
lyzed for over a month last year h\ 
failure of the Democratic Congress to 
properly t^naet neeessary legieUition. 

The "tie-up" was paramount to a 
trike with hundreds of thousands of 
men Idle, according to government of- 
flcials oharged with expenditure of the 
funds controlled by the legislation. 
The amount was contained In what 1^ 
(lopularly termed the "sundry civil' 
bill. In order to carry out the jilans 
on which It was baaed, the bill had to 
be passed by June 80. It did not pasn 
until more than a month lati r. For 
the Intervening time none of the fu- 
ture work contemplated In the legisla- 
tion could be started. 

Tt would take hundreds of pages to 
li scribe ilie disastrous results of thi^ 
heedless delay. Only a mere hint can 
be given of the activltiee ot the "sun- 
dry civil" hill provided for. It Is one 
ot the largest supply bills Congress 
handles, and Included nearly four 
million doliara for Improvementa and 
maintenaee of eoldlera' homea: two 
and a half millions for the protection 
o' public heallb; seven uilllionB and 
nio're for keeping up life-saving sta- 
tions and lighthouses; over one mil- 
lion for fortlfleationa on the Panama 
( anal; over three and a half millions 
to enable the Interstate Commerce 
Clmmlaslon to eoatlaua tha physical 
valuation of railroads and other im- 
portant activities; more than thirteen 
milllonB for building iiuaraptine sta- 
tions, hoapitala and other public 
buildlaflB theretofore antheriaed: aad 
numerous other lesa striking featuree. 

"It Is imperative that funds for pur< 
poses like this shall be made available 
with the beginning of the flseal year." 
said a g o vem m eat official ia diaoussing 

this subject. "Every day's delay after 
that Is nearly a total loss. Kuuds 
really ought to be ready by May 1 ot 
each year: but to mil to provide them 
by July 1, and have to ftaort to reso- 
lutions continuing old appropriations, 
aa Congress waa forced to do iu this 
Instance, ]» wbmr waate. 

"From) 10 to 16 per cent of the 
amount of an appropriation la a total 
loss if it is nut passed before July 1 
If the money waated in delayed ap- 
propriationa duMag the taat fbar yearn 
couM be made available now, we 
would not need to be devising ways 
and meana to replenish the treasury. 
The waste would probably more than 
cover the eatHaated deleit" 

The crime of delaying action on ap- 
propriation billa was emphasised by 
the Democrats in the recent spring 
session of Congress. Within thtrty- 
flx hours ot the tliM lor adjoaratng 
only two relatively unimportant ap- 
propriation bills had been enacted. 
Vet In the brief hours before noon ot 
March 4, the enormous sum of about 
one billion dollare was authorised to 
be expended. 

This performance was aa appropri- 
ate close to a record of mismanage- 
ment that Is uaparallaled In the his- 
tory of our govemmeat.
